PRISON AS ELSEWHERE SAYS 


WARDEN OF MICHIGAN PEN 


JACKSOX. Mich.—By 
the 
Asso- 


ciated Press.—The inmates of a pri- 
son are as honorable as are the peo- 
ple outside its walls, according 
to 


Harry L,. Hiilburl. warden of Jackson 
prison. Michigan's largest penal in- 
s ' i t u t i o n . and one of the leaders in 
t h e modern prison reform movement. 


Several weeks ago Warden Hnlburt 


persuaded 
Governor 
Groesbeck 
to 


sanction the removal to Camp Cus- 
t'T, near Battle Creek, of sixty "hon- 
or men" from the prison for service 
i:: M a i d i n g several structures needed 
f-ir the Roosevelt American Legion 
l:--:-pilal. 


Th1"1 men wrtnt to th^ camp without 


p'lards. 
They were tnlrl if they re- 


m a i n e d on the premises until 
f a l l , 


p'-rformrd a pond day's work each 


day, 
and 
followed 
f a i t h f u l l y 
the 


simple rules they would walk from 
the shadow of the prison walls for- 
ever when the work was 
finished. 


This in spite of the fact that many 
of them still have as many as ten 
years to serve. 


Majority Keep Faith 


Since the "honor men" went to 


Custer. 55 have kept the faith. 
The 


other five have broken their contract 
in one way or another and today are 
back at Jackson working inside the 
walls. Each of them has forfeited his 
right to a shorter term. 
Each will 


serve b\f sentence to the last minute. 


Warden Hulburt believes he has 


set a record in the prison honor sys- 
tem. 
He believes the percentage who 


have not kept the faith is remark- 


I ably low. It caused him to mal;e this 
j statement: 


I 
"I will defy any contractor to take 


j 00 average men outside of prison, put 
them to work on a job for the sum- 
mer, 
tell them not to leave the place 


until it. is finished and have 55 men 
| left by midsummer. Before I entered 
prison ^work I was a contractor. 
I 


have handled hundreds of men doing 
similar work and I know what I am 
talking about. 
It simply couldn't be 


done." 


Then Warden Hulburt preached a 


sermon in a few terse sentences. 
He 


was speaking to everyone, outside of 
prison. 
The sermon went something 


like this: 


Community Must Help 


"To succeed an honor system must 


have the support and respect of the 
community outside. The public must 
help in the uplifting and rebuilding 
of the unfortunates. 
Unless the pub-
